Member Morrison’s motion, Board Member Riley’s second on a vote 7-0.

3. Conduct a public hearing and receive public input regarding the issuance of up
to six million dollars of Austin Housing Finance Corporation Multi-family
Housing Revenue Bonds to finance the acquisition and rehabilitation of the
Marshall Apartments, 1401 East 12th Street and 1157 Salina Street, a 100-unit
apartment complex to be owned and operated by MARSHALL AFFORDABLE
PARTNERS, LTD., a single purpose Limited Partnership affiliated with
Summit Housing Partners, Montgomery, Alabama.
